EX-APPRAISER HAM AND WHISKY- FRAUDS, 
To the Editer of The Chacago Tribune: 

Patmes Hovsn, Caicaoo, Sept. 29.-«Will you 
permit the reply of one who koows, to a portion 
of ex-Appraiser Ham’s extraordinary arraign- 
ment of Secretary Bristow in to-day’s Jnier- 
Ocean ? 

I have been intrusted, since very nearly the 


beginning of the investigation which reeuited in. 


the late “ whisky-seizares,’’ with the conduct of 
the detailed comparison between documents on 
fle in the Treasury Department, from which 
was obtained the most conclusive evidence of 
fraud. The mode of investigation was new, and 
ite facilities for detecting fraud so great that no 


fraudulent estabiisumeat could long escape its 


teats. 

Karly in the investigation, and repeatedly 
thereafter, 1 received stringent sud reiterated 
instructions trom Secretary Bristow to devote 
special attention to the documents relating to 
establishments in Cincinnati and Kentucky, and 
to make the comparison thereof thorough. This 
injunction was strictly complied with; and I 
can testify that the operations of disiiliers and 
rectifiers in these places have been subjected to 
a far more rigid scrutiny than that which dis- 
closed wholesale frauds wm hi. Louis, Chicago, 
apd Milwaukee. 

The slightest indication of fraud was at once 
communicated to ekillead Revenue Agents, and 
the matier raked to the bottom. That the in- 
vestigation oniy umplicated one. distillery 
im Kentucky and three rectifying houses 
in Oinmcipnali (which were promptiy seized), 
is due to the faci, that, if fraud iw practiced ia 
those districts, it is not of the same glaring na- 
ture as that which was recently detected in other 
places. Lcan honestly say that, so far as the 
strictness of scruuny was concerned, the dis- 
Crimmation has been against, rather than in 
favor of, those districts. 

There are, however, special reasons in each 
district why the fraud elsewhere practiced should 
not have found root there. © In Cincinnati, the 
United States Attorney, for four years past, has 
beea eugaged in a constant and unrelenting war 
against the whisky men, the great majority of 
whom have been banarupted in the contest, and 
are therefore aira:id to runny any serious risk. In 
Kentucky,; neariv allthe whisky produced i of a 
different character from the ** higiuwipes” of 
Chicazo. By lying in the warehouse & year, it 
is ready for market without the aid of rectifica- 
tion; and it is through the assistance aod coliu- 
sion of rectiliers that all tne late frauds have 
been effected. 

If the late Appraiser’s other charges have as 
little foundation as tuis, Secretary Bristow can 
Well afford to laugh, as doubtiess he will do, 
when he reads them.

THE ILLINOIS “OPPOSITION” PARTY. 

The Staats-Zeitung is engaged in a desperate 
effort to keep life in the ‘‘ Opposition” party 
long enough to elect Mr. Hestio Treasurer 
of Cook County; after tha: :: may go to the 
deuce for all the S.-Z. will care. Tothis end 
the Staats-Zeitung represents the Republican 
party of Illinois as ‘‘an inflation party,” and 
the so-called ‘“‘ Opposition ” party as the only 
hard-money party in the State! In setting 
forth this view of the matter, the Staats- 
Zeitung uses some phrases which it has ac- 
quired in its association with the bummers of 
the “People’s” or “*Opposition” parfy in 
Chicago. For instance, it accuses Taz Trtp- 
unE of acting as **‘ bunko-steerer” for an in- 
flation party. Bunko-steerers are a class of 
rascals who were unknown in this city until 
the Staats-Zeitung’s People’s Party was or- 
ganized and seized control of the city. 
The criminal classes finding sympathetic 
friends in possession of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment proceeded to introduce the business 
of “‘ bunko-steering,” and it has flourished 
during the last twenty months of the * Peo- 
ple’s” rule. | 

But we decline as hopeless any attempt to 
compete with the German organ of bummer- 
isin the slang o#zamblers and thieves, and 
so we will be content with pointing out some 
of its palpable misrepresentations. 

First, as to the position of the Republican 
party in Ilmois: The Staats-Zeitung says it 
is an inflation party, because it is represented 
by the Jnter-Ocean as its organ, and by 
Messrs. Locan and Oeixessrin the~United 
States Senate. So far as th> Jnter-Ocean is 
concerned, it is notoriously the organ of the 
“People’s” or ‘* Opposition” party in 
Chicago. It lives upon the official printing 
furnished by a party to which the Republican 
party is opposed, and against which the Re- 
publican party intends to run a ticket at the 
fall election. It illustrates its character as 
an ‘‘organ” still further by its enthusiastic 
support of the Democratic platforms of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. By what distortion, then, 
can the Staats-Zatungset down the /nter-Ocean 
as the organ of the Republican party? So 
far as Messrs. Looan and OaLzssy are con- 
cerned, the Staats-Zeitung is altogether pre- 
mature in defining the position of these gen- 
tlemen as as inflationists. If they cre, they 
cannot consistently act with the Republican 
party in the next Presidential campaign ; but 
their utterances of two years ago on the bill 
before the Senate which the President vetoed 
cannot be taken as committing them here. 
after to the Democratic inflation scheme. 
They did not oppose the compromise Re- 
sumption bill of Jan. 14, 1875, but, on the 
contrary, supported it. That bill provided 
for free National Banking and resumption of 
specie payments on the ist of July, 1879. 
Since that time Sefiator Locan has made no 
public declaration which justifies the Staats- 
Zeitung in citing him. as an inflation repre- 
sentative of an inflation party. We count 
him as a sound-money Senator. Senator 
Octizessy, though he has recently spoken in 
Ohio, refrained from advancing any inflation 
ideas, or taking any position in antagonism 
to his record on the Resumption bill. It is 
fairer to assume that these gentlemen, like 
Senator Morton, of Indiana, and Senator 
Ferrey, of Michigan, are in full accord with 
the position of their party on the great 
currency issue. 

As “to the “ Opposition” party of Illinois, 
there is, as a matter of fact, no such party 
in existence. It was a miscellaneous com- 
bination of last year organized for spoil 
alone. Its disreputable course in the Legis- 
lature has disbanded it. There is only one 
political party in the State besides the Re- 
publican party, and that is the Democratic 
party, which the Staats-Zeitung declines to 
join. There is no doubt that the great mass 
of the Democratic party in Illinois is in full 
accord with the Democratic party of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. Congréssman CamMPBELL, 
of the LaSalle and Ottawa district, is a fair 
representative of the Democratic party in 
this matter, and is a combination of Brn 
Burizs, Buu Auitex, Bru Keuuzy, Dick 
TREVELLICE, and the Chicago Communists. 
A recent Democratic Convention in 
County adopted the Ohio Democrats’ a 
and repudiation platform, with the following 
addition : 

That we send greeting to our brethren in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania for the nobie fight they are making for 
the people as against the monopoliste’ money, and we 
send assurance that Dlinois will range iteelf under

This is an official utterance of the Demo- 
cratic-Opposition party in the second largest 
county in Illinois.

FINANCIAL INCONGRUITIES. — 
There has never been so flagrant a miscon- 


struction of law nor so much confusion of 
fact in regard to any one subject as in rela- 
tion to the issue of United States bonds and 
Treasury notes. A new jumble of old 
heresies cciest0 us in the shape of a letter 
from D. ©. Grauam, of Cameron, Ill., which 
we print this morning. In the brief space of 


| 


less thaa *alf acolumn he goes over the | 


whole financial problem, and dogmatically 
disposes of it to his own satisfaction, if not 
to the satisfaction of anybody else, and comes 
to the remarkable conclusions that the Na- 
tional! Bank circulation is unconstitutional (!) 
and that the bonds should be ‘‘ paid” in green- 
backs, which themselves are unpaid notes. 
We will follow his labyrinth of misstate- 
ments for the benefit of those people to 
whom they have been reiterated, in one form 
or another, for the past eight or ten years. 

1. In regard to the constitutionality of 
the Legal-Tender act, it must be remembered 
that it was first declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, and that its constitution- 
ality was finally affirmed by only one major- 
ity after a reconstruction of the Court. But it 
is even now worthy of notice that the Judges 
who sustained the act did so expressly on the 
ground that the extreme necessities of the 
Government, growing out of the tremendous 
Rebellion, alone authorized the act. The 
faith of the Government was pledged by act 
of Congress, when the greenbacks were au- 
thorized, that the issue of legal-tenders shall 
never exceed $400,000,000. Any issue of 
legal-tenders over and above this amount 
would then be outside of the pledge of 
Congress, and of the Supreme Court's af- 
firmation of their constitutionality. Does 
Mr. G.anam or anybody else suppose that the 
Supreme Court would affirm the constitution- 
ality of a legal-tender issue made in a time of 
profound peace and without any dire neces- 
sity for it? Justice Brapiey, who formed 
the majority sustaining the act, expressly 
spoke of it as ‘‘a power not to be resorted to 
except on extraordinary and pressing occa- 
sions, such as war or other public exigencies of 
great gravity and importance,—and it should 
be no longer continued than all the circum- 
stances of the case demand.” In view of this 
utterance, can any one imagine for a moment 
that a new issue of legal-tender notes would 
be held to be constitutional? And without 
such new issue, how are the bonds to be 
‘* paid” in new notes, or the National Bank 
notes retired and their place supplied with 
legal-tenders ? 

2. We fail to see how the retirement of the 
National Bank circulation could lead to a re- 
demption of the bonds owned by the banks 
and deposited in the United States Treasury 
to guarantee the redemption of their notes. 
National Banks are retiring their notes oc- 
casionally under the present law. They take 
their bonds into the open market and sell 
them tor greenbacks, which they place in 
the Treasury for the redemption of their 
notes. The Government does not issue new 
greenbacks with which to buy bonds, and 
does not possess itself of the bonds of the 
banks. ‘There would be just as many bonds 
outstanding if all the National Bank notes 
were retired as there are now. The only 
lawful way in which the Government can re- 
tire bonds is to buy them at the cur- 
rent rates out of the surplus revenue 
derived from taxation; but the Govy- 
ernment hasn’t surplus revenue enough 
at the present time to maintain the 
sinking fund. [f it could buy up all the 
bondsnow held by the National Banks, and 
issue greenbacks therefor, Mr. Granam says 
there would be a saving of $24,000,000 a 


year. There would be a saving of nothings 


of the kind. The $352,000,000 (which is the 
amount of National Bank circulation), if con- 
verted into greenbacks, would only purchase 
$290,000,000 of bonds at present prices. The 
interest on these at 5 per cent would be 
$14,500,000, instead of $24,000,000. But 
the Government would lose $8,000,000 reve- 
nue from bank taxes, so that the saving would 
be only $6,500,000, for which the Govern. 
ment would pay $70,000,000 premium in the 
purchase of the bonds. This bad investment 
would be made for the purpose of abolishing 
a system that now loans abont $1,000,000,000 
to the manufacturing, ‘mercantile, and agri- 
cultural classes of this country. To abolish 
them would produce @ tremendous derange- 
ment of all business. 

3. Mr. Gramam bases his conclusion that 
bonds may be redeemed in irredeemable 
greenback notes upan the allegation that the 
latter were authorized Feb. 22, 1862, and the 
5-20 bonds afterwards. He is mistaken as to 
his facts. The greenbacks were made a legal- 
tender, and the issue of 5-20 bonds author- 
ized, by the same act, passed Feb. 25, 1862. 
If it be admitted for the sake of argument 
that these bonds might be lawfully paid in 
the legal-tender of that issue, it must also be 
remembered that the same act authorized the 
conversion of greenbacks into 5-20 bonds at 
the option of the holder. This clause was 
sabsequently repealed, which was an act of 
bad faith cn the part-of the Government. If, 
then, the Government has the shadow of a 
right to pay the bonds in legal-tender notes 
which it refuses to redeem, it is bound by the 
terms of the original contract to give every 
holder of greenbacks the right to fund them 
into 5-20gold-interest bonds. Ithasno moral 


or legal right to foree any public creditor |

is no doubt that the legal-tender was intended 
to represent the worth of 24 grains of gold 
to the dollar. It is on its face a promise to 
pay in that proportion. If these promises, to 
pay do not command the faith of the world, 
the Government cannot hope to exchange 
them in payment for bonds which were sold 
on the faith of a redemption in real money. 
From $700,000,000 to $800,000,000 of the 
5-20 bonds are held in Germany, Fngland, 
and Holland. What could the people of 
those countries do with that amount of our 
irredeemable notes, which are not legal-ten- 
der for them, and no not circulate in their 


| countries? If their bonds were “ paid”.in 


a new issue of red<«mptionless notes, the 
Germans, English, and Dutch would have 
ship-loads of paper, to them both illegal and 
irredeemable, with which they could do noth- 
ing. Does Mr. Granam suppose that the 
English and German Governments would per- 
mit the United States to swindle their people 
in this infamous manner? Is the United 
States prepared to go to war with these na- 
tions to defend a policy of fraud, repudia- 
tion, and national disgrace ? 

5. When Mr. Granam says that these 
bonds did not bring the Government more 
than 55 cents, he is guilty of another false 
statement, but one which is characteristic of 
avowed repudiationists. But if this were 
even so, it would make no difference, in the 
argument, because (1) it cannot affect the 
agreement to pay in moncy instead of broken 
promises, and (2) because the number of 
bonds now held by original purchasers is in- 
tinitely small. But the fact is that 55 ¢ents 
in gold was about the lowest ever received 
for bonds, and only for a short period, while 
a large portion of the bonds were sold nearly 
at par. The average has been computed at 
about 72 cents in gold. But the greenbacks 
which the Government took in exchange for 
5-20 bonds had been originally paid out by 
the Government to pay debts and defray ex- 
penses, so that the original consideration re- 
ceived for them was par in the current value 
of commodities or services. 

6. Mr. Grasam has discovered something 
entirely new when he declares the National 
Bank currency to be unconstitutional. We 
should like to know where he finds any au- 
thority for such a statement. When did the 
Supreme Court give any decision to this ef- 
fect? What clause in the Constitution is it 
that can be construed to prohibit the private 
issue of bank-notes under a national system 
which guarantees their redemption in the 
legal-tender of the land? In this matter, 
Mr. GranaM, like most of the men who hold 
ris doctrines, is a law unto himaelf. 

When Mr. Granam refers to the popular 
demand for a currency of “‘ uniform value” 
instead of a fluctuating value, we agree with 
him entirely. Whenever such a currency is 
supplied, it is sure to be one that can be con- 
verted readily into money recognized the 
world over. But with an illegal and irre- 
deemable issue of thousands of millions of 
notes with which to redeem bonds sold on 
the faith of a national pledge, we should soon 
have a bankrupt Government and a dishon- 
ored people.

It embraced 
docks, mills, vessels, lumber, real estate, and 
shares in iron and steel companies and min- 
ing companies, all over the United States and 
Canada, aggregating, on a low cash valuation, 
$5,335,940—an enormous result of. a life’s 
work from a financial point of view.’ 

With this magnificent fortune, Capt. Warp 
might have achieved great good, and the 
general public, unacquainted with } is “ true 
inwardness,” had every reason to expect that 
® man with his qualities of character, bis 
clear foresight, and his practical application 
to the affairs of life, would so direct and 
manage that fortune that after his death it 
would do the greatest good to the greatest 
possible number of his fellow-citizens, and 
that its benefits would return, in some shape, 
for the blessing of those out of whose pockets 
it came. This was not to be, however. With 
all his practical application to the affairs of 
life, and his success in manipulating them 
so as to result in his constant ad- 
vantage, reaching their climax in. a 
colossal fortune, he had 
to his mental and moral character.

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THE GRAIN TRADE IN CHICAGO. 

Efforts have recently been made, presuma- 
bly by parties interested in the grain trade of 
other cities, to cry down the character of the 
grain sold in Chicaga, with a note of warn- 
ing, in some cases, to parties not to buy here, 
for fear of being cheated. A little while ago 
they circulated the story that our standard of 
wheat inspection had been lowered, and now 
comes the ery*that Chicago barley isdoctored 
in the sulphur mills. 

We need scarcely say that these statements 
are without good foundation, and the numer- 
ous orders sent here to buy grain show that 
the stabements are not credited to any note- 
worthy extent. Our standard of wheat in- 
spection is just as high now as it has been at 
any time since the Great Fire. Ii is true that 
the quality of the wheat crop has been, thus 
far, below an average, but for that very rea- 
son most of the wheat that comes here is in- 
spected into the lower grades. We have not 
so xnuch No. 1 and No. 2 wheat here as usual, 
but what there is of it is as good as if the 
whole crop inspected into those two grades. 

The record of the regular trade is equally 
good with regard to barley. So far as we can 
ascertain, not more than one car load of the 
doctored stuff has ever been taken into a 
Chicago elevator, and that was some years 
ago, when the practice was new, and the 
warehousemen not on the look-out for the 
deception. Buyers of barley in this market 
know very well that when they buy the grain 
from store they will receive the quality for 
which they contracted. Our State Inspec- 
tion is at least trustworthy in this—it has no 
mercy on grain that has been doctored, 
plugged, or treated in any one of the numer- 
ous methods in vogue of trying to make the 
property appear to be better than it actual- 
ly is. i 

In one of the circulars issued broadcast 
by these friends of the grain trade, Chicago is 
designated as ‘‘the home of swindlers.” It 
may beso. That class are plentiful enough 
in évery city, North or South, that is large 
enough and busy or rich enough to offer a 
tempting field for their exertions. But we 
do not think they are any more numerous 
here, in proportion to the population, than in 
any other city of the West, and it is gener- 
ally the fault of th ‘‘ honest” dealer himself 
if he is cheated by one of these swindlers. 
If he goes into a reputable jewelry store, 
willing to pay a fair price for his pur- 
chases, he will get goods that are 
worth the money, while if he patronizes the 
snide auction shop, or the bunko den, hoping 
to get something for less than it is worth, he 
will find himself sold everytime. It is just 
so in the grain trade.

THE FIGHT AT FALL RIVER. 


It is usually the case that both parties to a 


labor dispute are in the wrong. The Fall 
River case is no exception to this rule. The 
trouble began with an attempt to reduce 
wages on account of the decline in pritves of 
goods. The operatives in the cotton mills 
thereupon* struck work, and foolishly an- 
nounced that they had decided to “ take a 
vacation” until the employers acceded to 
their terms. fFimally, after a couple of 
months of idleness, a compromise was agreed 
upon, but the mill-owners then refused to 
resume operations unless their hands would 
sign a pledge not to belong to any trades- 
union and not to be influenced in their action 
by any such union. A number of them did 
so. ‘Their appearance at the mills led to riot- 
ous demonstrations. Stones were thrown 
and a poor girl was quite seriously in- 
jured. Gov. Gaston ordered out 
militia to restore order. The soldiers and 
police have since kept the city quiet. Six of 
the rioters have been arrested and bound over 
fortrial. All the mills are now running, 
though none of them has its full complement 
of hands. The manufacturers threaten to 
suspend work again unless the rest of the 
operatives come back. 

Here is a pretty pickle, to which both par- 
ties have contributed. The trouble began 
in something beyond the control of either 
masters or men. A high tariff and an inflated 
currency stimulated over-production. Things 
were booming when the crash came. Since 
then it has become impossible to find a 
market and pay the same wages. Prices of 
cotton goods have fallen very. greatly. It 
was inevitable that thé prices of labor on 
cotton goods should also fall. It was wrong 
for the mill-owners to dictate to their em- 
ployes that they should not belong to trade- 
uniogs. This is quite indefensible. On the 
other hand, there is no excuse whatever for 
the riotous conduct of the employes. It 
forced the authorities to call out the militia. 
No town can hardly submit to be sacked. 

Despite the embittered feeling, a compro- 
mise that ought to be acceptable to both 
parties can be reached. Let the masters 
withdraw from their untenable position in 
regard to labor-unions and make contracts 
from month to month with the men, paying 
the rate of wages already agreed upon. This 
will make it safe for them to take contracts, 
and will protect them from unreasonsble 
interference on the part of the unions. They 
can make assurance doubly sure by having 
their hands sign ati agreement te give a 
month’s notice of any intention to quit 
work. The men offer to agree to give ten 
‘days’ notice, but a month is none too long a 
time. Two months would be better for all 
sides. ‘

SERVIA GE[TING READY FOR WAR. 

Servia is arming fast, and the lightning 
may flash news of an organized revolt from 
Turkish despotism at any moment. It ap- 
pears from the confused and often contradic- 
tory reports that the Porte has issued a cir- 
cular to the Allied Powers. He complains of 
the repeated violations of neutrality on the 
part of Servia and Montenegro, and declares 
that a “conflict is inevitable” if these viola- 
tions continue. Turkey has already com- 
plained of Servia to Servia, and has received 
the flippant reply that that province is no 
more powerful than Austria, and that, since 
the latter Has been unable to prevent a num- 
ber of her ‘subjects aiding the Herze- 
govinians, the former cannot be ex- 
pected to keep all her subjects 
at home. Turkey's answer comes in 
the shape of a declaration that she is 
about to occupy four points on the Servian 
frontier. One of these pointsis Nisch. Ser- 
via already has an army there and is sending 
it reinforcements. It is not improbable that 
the maps of the future will have Nisch 
marked with two cross swords and the date 
1875, in token of a decisive battle fought 
there. 

Twenty-nine members of the Skuptschina 
—or Parliament—of Servia have resigned. 
They are, doubtless, part of the minority ini 
Parliament which wished to declare war at 
once. Their concerted resignation will feed 
the flames of war. Outside interference has 
apparently ceased for the moment, but a sig- 
nificant editorial in the official Jowrnal de St. 
Petersburg of Tuesday last shows that Russia 
is—or pretends to bi—strongly in favor of 
suppressing the insurrection at once. This 
article, the substance of which is published 
in our dispatches of this morning, states that 
Turkey has fully resolved to grant all needed 
reforms, and that itis now the duty of the 
Allied Powers to pacify the insurgents and 
see that these reforms are carried out. This 
programme is a compound of bitter and 
sweet. If the provinces are to remain sub- 
ject to Turkey, it is better that they should 
obtain all possible reforms peacefully, by 
pressure from without, than forcibly, by in- 
surrection within. But if they can, by 
concerted action, throw off the Turk- 
ish yoke entirely, if the six provinces 
can form a federative league of their own, a 
great wrong will be done them by forcing 
them back into the bonds of barbarism. The 
tie between them and Turkey is merely one 
of brute force. Race, religion, habits, ideas, 
combine to keep them apart from their des- 
potic conqueror. Their Government exists 
by the conquest, not the consent, of the gov- 
erned. The bonds should be snapped asun- 
der. The six provinces north of the Balkans 
should be cut loose from Turkey, and this 
should be a preliminary to driving the Turks 
across the Bospbo:as. Commerce and civil- 


ization, to say .othing of Christianity, de- 
miand the expulsion of the Turk from Eu- 


rope.

CRIME IN THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Musxocrz, I. T., Sept. 29.—It has been 
known for some time that well-organized bands 
of criminals existed in the Indian Territory, 
composed mostly of persons escaped from jus- 
tice in the States without a regular trial, and 
with places of rendezvous extending from 
Kansas to Texas and Missouri.

They suac- 
ceeded in taking twenty-one in the Chickasaw 
Nation, and brought them safely to Caddo, where 
they arrested six more of the gang, and from in- 
formation received here have gone to-day to ar- 
rest six more, two of whom are known to be 
murderers, and the others robbers and horse- 
thieves. They area desperate outlawed set of 
white men and negroes.

Large contributions for the Indianola and 
coast sufferers are coming forward from Austip, 
San Antonio, New Brownfels, Pallas, Waco, and 
Shreveport; also from many of the Northern 
and Eastern cities. A News reporter returned 
on the steamship Harlan to-day, bringing the 
following 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS 
from Indianola: 

Along the entire route were seen wrecks of 
houses, furniture, and trunks. floating. The 
outer ligbthouse at Pass Cavailis stands on the 
point of Matagorda Isiand. One house 
remains. All those at Saturi on the east 
are gone. On opposite stands the rem- 
nant of Capt. Decom’s house. The men 
were all drowned. At Salina not a vestige 
remains to mark where Capt. Nichols, Dr. Dean, 
Capt. Hill, and the Humphrey brothers resided.

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THE CITIZENS’ PROTECTIVE CLUS. 
To the Editor af The Chicede Tribune: 

Cuicago, Sept. 29.—Tux Tryeuke in ite isenue of 
yesterday moruing characterizes the Asaociatien of the 
people of the South Division to resist payment on the 
* bobtail” care as a “ lawless combination,” and 
pleads that the Company fully intends to supply two- 
horse care “ as rapidly as they can without making an 
entire sacrifice of their property on hand.” ‘The Asso- 
ciation referred tois known as the “ Citizens’ Pro- 
tective Club,” the managers of which are M. Belden 
D, B, Fisk, E, S. Alexander, W, M. Tilden, and J, L, 
High. ‘The reputation which these gentlemen have 
long enjoyed in this city is sufficient to relieve them 
from Tux Txysune’s imputation that they are co- 
operating with * dead-beais,” or that their refagsal to 
pay fares to any person otber than the conductor pro- 
ceeds from any other motive than “ an actual purpose 
to accoraplish a reform which they believe cannot be 
attained im apy other way,” and that the re- 
form which they seek to effect is ane 
which the public interests imperatively demand, 
‘This “ lawless combination ” seeks to compel the Cai- 
cago City Railway Company to obey the law and to per- 
form their duties to the public as common carriers, 
That the law requires this Company to furnish a oon- 
ductor for each ef ite care, is hardiy open to doubt, 
In the absence of any ordinance upoy the subject, 
that such is their duty is very elear. The Railway 
Cempany is bound to furnish every facility by which 
travel in ite cars will be made safe, easy, comfortable, 
They have no right to require that the passenger shall 
act as their agent in the collection of fares, nor in the 
preservation of peace and good order in the oé4r, nor 
in assisting the old or ipfiirm, women or children, 
either upon or off the cars, or to attempt to regulate 
the time or place, when or where the car shall stop, to 
take on or leave off the passenger, It is the (jom- 

wuy'’s business to furnish for each car some person to 

ischarge all these duties, For a series of years the Chi- 
cago Crty Railway Company have utterly failed 
and neglected to furnish for their cars any persou to 
perform these important duties, and have lawiesely 
refused to co so, notwithstanding the fact that for ail 
these years the public have protested against the 
course which they were pureyving, 

This palpable violation of law, 0 long persisted in, 
wae inspired and has been thus far pustained by mere- 
ly mercenary considerations, Jy order to save the ex- 
pense of a conductor, the Company, im violation of 


law, sacrificed public convenienve and the comfort and 
eafety of those traveling in its Cars, shouldcring upon 
the passenger ali the duties, for the performance of 
which an agent should have been specially employed 
by them. 

It became quite evident that further argument or 
persuasion would’ be of no eveil, and that no relief 
could be looked for from that quarter. Neither argu- 
ment por persuasion reached the pockets of the rail- 
way company, and thus it was quite evident that, as 
the Company dispensed with comductors to save 
money, they would be quite likely to restere them 
when they found that by so doing their receipts would 
be greater than without them, 

Henoe the Citizens’ Protective Club, believing that 
they had the right to ride upon the oars 48 passengers 
merely—and iu no sense as the Company's enforced 
ageyts; believing, too, that the Qompany had no rigit 
to demand fare from them without furnishing them a 
full consideration therefor, determined to ride, pay- 
ing their fare to the only person who could rightfully 
demand or receive it—the conductor. Having wied 
grass without achieving any very setisfactory results, 
they determined to see what virtue there was in etones. 

The law certainly forbids no such combination—for 
the purpose is a purely legal one—to compel the Rail- 
road Oompany to obey the lew. Nor is the manner of 
enforcing obedience to the law, which this club has 
selected, an unliewful one, Upon an ordinary rail 


roed train the passenger could hardly be required 
to go forward to the engine and deposit his fare 
in a box in the custody and under the control 
of the engineer. Moreover, if this combination is a 
lawiess ong, why does not the raiiread company pro- 
coed at opee to breskitup? It is edsy enough to pu 
off an obstinate passenger who refuses te pay fare to 
any one but a conductor, and thus the qvertion can be 
easily teeted. But the Company do not seem anxious 
to put their pretenses to apy icgal test, although 
abundant opportunities have been furnished them for 
doing se. Tus TRIBUNE sugrestes that, if the course 
pursued by the eaene company is in Violation of an 
ordinance, it ought to be enforced in a lawful manner, 
without undertaking to indicate what that manner ia. 
and objects to the public taking the law into their 
own hands. Rut the railway company bas, in refus- 
ing to furnish a conductor for their cars, taken the 
law into its own hends, as it has done in numerous 
other instances. May it not be pertinently inquired, 
Why, if the railway company has the legal right to de 
mand and receive fares where it furnishes no conduc- 
tors for ite cars, it does not establish and enforce that 


right in a leg&l manner, by judicial proceedings, with- 
out taking the law into its own hands,as for years past it 
has dope, The citizens claim that in refusing to pay 
fares eave to a conductor they are exercising a clear 
legal richt.- Im thig case as in others of controverted 
legal righta, let the courts settle the question, but the 
question will never come before the courts wniess the 
Company lays the foundation for bringing it there, 
which at t it seems very much disinclined to do. 
The public will not be satisfied with these constant 
and shameless violations of law by the railway com- 
pany on the plea that it is expensive to obey the law. 
If the companies cannot discharge their legal duties 
without sacrificing the “ bobtail” cars, let them be 
sacrificed. When a merchant bas goods on hand which 
he is unable to sell at a profit, he disposes of them for 
the best price he can get, without asking the pubiic to 
buy his goods at the old prices, so that he may sell 
them without loss, and patiently wait until he can get

Though the British people bave- consumed 
during the year just closed nearly as much 
foreign wheat as they did during the harvest 
vear 1873-'4, thev have paid a great deal less 
forit. During the latter period the average 
price of wheat was over 60 shillings, and the 
value of wheat imports-reached the sum of 
175,000,000. During the greater part of the 
harvest year 1874-5 the average bas been 42 
shillings, and an almost equal quantity of wheat 
bas cost only $137,000,000. Here isa saving to 
the British public of $36,000,000 on ite foreign- 
crown wheat, besides the eaving of a similar 
amount on the product of native farms. The 
average price now established of abont 50 
shillings will have the effect of slightly checking 
consumption, but these four deductions may 
safely be made from the latest deta about the 
English wheat supply: 1, that when wheat 
touches a very low price, the people can con- 
sume at least 200,000,000 bushels a year; 2, 
that an average advance of 20 per cent sbove 
this low price will not reduce the consumption 
below 12,000,000 bushels; 3, that 96,000,000 
bushels is a moderaie estimate of the quantity 
of wheat which Great Britain will draw from 
abroad during the current harvest year; and, 4, 
thatthe estimate of 60,000,0000 bushels as the 
contribution of the United States to that 
quantity is rather under than over the mark.

A DAY-SCHOOL FOR DEAF-MUTES IN CHICAGO. 
To the Editor of The Chieago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, Sept. 29.—1t was the pleasure of the 
writer recently to pay a visit to the school of 
that name located in one of the large rooms of 
the school building on Harrison street, near 
Lake. The pupils were engaged in blackboard 
exercises ander the training of Prof. P. A. 
Emery, who has bad much experience ip the 
work. Itis not very long since this school was 
organized, and it has prospered steadily ever since, 
the number of pupils increasing. The number 
admitted from the tirst has been twenty-one. 
Prof: E. thinks it could be somewhat increased 
by special efforts. The existence of the echool 
and its privilezes should be'made more generally 
known, and all unfortunates for whom if 18 1n- 
tended should be induced to attend. 

This schoo! is similar to others now in exist- 
ence in Pittsburg, Boston, St. Lome, and the 
ene recently organized in Cincinnati. The 
crowded condition of the State institutions has 
raade this organization necessary. It may bo 
well to state that there # a growing 
feeling among well-known educators of the deaf 
and dumb against the congregation of great 
numbers of pupils under one management. 
Their experience seems to favor smaller schools 
of from 175 to 200 pupils each. The highest 
number in attendance at any one State imstiiu- 
tion reacbed 600, and continued at about that 
figure, until. other schoois hada to be organized 
in order to accommodate the increased 
number’ of applicants for admission. 
the number. of candidates for admission 
to our State institution at Jacksonville in- 
creases. and the means of accommodation de- 
crease in proportion, it may be necessary in the 
course of time to erect another school m the 
northern part of the State. Of the advantages 
kof having more than one institution in the Sta 
it may perhaps be worth while to speak on some 
future occasion through the columaos of the 
press.

They deny 
that the City Railway Company executed the required 
bonds when the ordinance granting them this priv- 
ilege was passed, and therefore contend that the con- 
tract was not bindiug on the City of Chicago ; that the 
Railway Company uever intended to use tlie franchise 


| on Lake and Canal streets, but only proposed to hold | 
| 5,000 tous of coal which ~ad 


it, so as to prevent any otirer road from using it, thus 
committing a fraud on the City Countil-and the in- 
habitants of the city. 

The organization of the West Division Railway Com- 
pany is admitted, but it is aileged that the Company 
were necessitated to first obtain the consent of two- 
thirds of the property-holders before any track could 
be laid, It is also admitted that in Nuvember, 1861, 
the Common Council passed an ordinance entitled 
“an ordinance exempiing Canal street and other 
streets from railway uses by substitution and for 
other purposes,” but it is denied that at that time the 
Chicago City Railway Oompany had any privilege to 
lay a track on Canal or Lake street; that the city 
never contracted or agreed that it would for all time 
thereafter keep the streets free from a railway, but 
that if such should be the case, then the contract is 
void, having been made without consideration. More- 
over, it was not within the powers of the city to ex- 
empt any street from having a track laid on it, 

The defendants also admit that in 1965 the Legisla- 
ture passed an act validating ali the previous contracts 
made by the City of Chicago with the horse-raiiroads, 
but they deny that that act gave the companies a right 
to insist that Lake and Canal streets should be kept 
free from a track, or that such act became a contract 
between the State and the companies: that it 
was without consideration; that the companies had no 
vested right under it; and that that act was repeaied 
by the Constitution of Is70. The Legislature, more- 
over, hai no power to deciare thats portion of the 
city should for ali subsequent time be deprived of 
means of transportation, Tue ordinance was procured 
by fraud ard undue influence, and “it was one of a 
series of links in a chain of legislation procured by 
eaid companies for the sole purpose of creating a mo- 
nopoly in the business of traasportation.” 

The defendants admit the inovorporation of the 
Metropolitan City Railway Company in 1:75, and 
that it was granted a license to iny a track on certain 
streets by the Common Council in April last, They 
are not well ted as to whether Foster owns fifty 
shares of stock in the West Divisfon Railway Company 
or not, but they are of opinion thatif he does it was 
given to him without consideration by some Director 
for the purpose of enabling him to begin a suit, 
They also admit that the West Side Company paseed a 
resolution not to interfere with them, and charge that 
if they had not been interfered with they could have 
built their road before the present time, 

Finally, itis submitted that, inasmuch asthe city 
has increased in population from 100,100 in 1860 to 
500,000 in 1875,and the West Side from 50,000 to 
20,0U0 in the same time, it would be inequitable and 
unreasonably oppressive to hold that no road can be 
built to accommodate this immense growth; that 
such a road is needed; that it will not be a rival to 
any other road, except to the lines on Clinton and Jef- 
ferson streets, but those lines have been for a long 
time discontinued, and only resumed lately to cause 
some additional obstacle to the defendants. The 
Chicago City and West Division Railway 
Companies have been for years, as is claimed, 
combining together to crush out any opposition and 
preserve their monopoly, and they have occupied the 
best streets already wita their tracks, or have ovtained 
the license for others, to keep them out of the han‘s 
of rivals, The contractfor the exemption of certain 
streets has long ago been abandoned by mutual con- 
sent,and in the case of Wabash avenue bas been 
already violated, In view of ali these considerations, 
therefore, the defendants asked that the bill might be 
dismissed and the injunction refused, 

THE ARGUMENTS 
occupied all day, and were not then finished. Mr. 
Ksles occupied the morning in the opening argument 
in support of the motion for an injunction, he claim- 
ing that the contract to keep Lake and Canali streets 
free from a track was. in full torce, and that it had 
been ratified by the Legislature in 1365. \ 

On the other hand, Mr, 8. G, Pratt, for the} deferid- 
anta, contended that the contract above reférred to 
was void as being contrary to public policy, anti with- 
out consideration, and that the act of 1665, thing in 
the nature of an amendment, could have no rbtroact- 
ive forge, and was powerless to aid the orinicee of 
1861 and 1863.

In reply to question when they expected to 
open ‘agaip, he said not at ail, and subse- 
gquéily, om @ repetition of the question, said, 
“We do not expect’ to resume.” Rals- 
ton. further stated that about $1,400,000 
were paid out to-day. No aesistance was re- 
ceived from other banks, though application was 
made for it. He had telegraphed all the agen- 
cies-of the bank to close. He thought no banks 
in the interior would be affected by the failure. 
‘The excitement on California street is intense. 
The street waa blockaded during the after- 
poon, The -crowd, on the whole, were 
quiet and good natured, avd much confidence 
is expressed in the ability of the bank to redeem 
its obligacioos. A run was madeon the National 
Gold Bank and Trust Bank. They continued 
paying until the closing hour, and asserted their 
ability to settle all demands in coin or bonds. 
Other banks in thé city report no unusual de- 
mands on their resources. 

‘The San Francisco and Pacific Stock Ex- 
changes held no sessions this afternoon, ad- 
journing subject to call, and the former passed

This 
morning when the various exchanges opened a 
littie feeling was obeervable, and in the Stock 
Exchange the whole line of stocks fell off from 
4g lo 2 per cent, but accompanied by very little 
excitement. Ia the Goid Board gold advanced 
56 as the firet appreciable effect of the Cali- 
fornia failures, Subsequent sews from Cal- 
ifornia, which reached New York about 2 
o'clock, to the effect that the Nationaal Gold Bank 
had failed, that the Stock Exchange had closed 
at half-past 10, and that subsequently all ex- 
changes had been closed, created no perceptible 
feeling, at least no agitation, in this market. It 
was more apparent than ever that New York was

There was no panicky feeliug on Wall street 
whatever. The news from California had been 
supplemented by. the announcement of failures 
in the sugar line-at Baltimore, but this did not 
disturb the Produce Exchange or genera! mar- 
ket, as none of the firm’s liabilities were held 
here.

AMONG THE BANES. 

San Francisco, Aug. 29.—The city bas re- 
sumed its wonted quiet.

San Francisco, Aug. 29. Although the Direc- 
tors Bank of California, as a Board, have per- 
sistently refused to make public aay of their 
proceedings to-day, some facts have this even- 
ing been obtained from individual members in 
vtew of the recent calamity which has overtaken 
Raleton. The Board have declinea to make pub- 
lic any discovery they have made untii after the 
funeral, when startling disclosures are 
promised.
